NE of the best-known figures in 

the furniture industry, Alderman 
Ralph Janes, chairman of Nicholls & 
Janes, Ltd., of St. Mary’s Street, 
High Wycombe, died at his home at 
London Road, High Wycombe, on 
Monday, at the age of 81.

Transport Difficulties Will 


Be Overcome 


Workers’ Slow Drift Back To The Trade 


MINHE belief that, with the pos 

sible exception of a difficult 
peak period before Christmas, High 
Wycombe would overcome its 
transport difficulties by the gradual 
building up of private enterprise 
haulage fleets was expressed by 
Mr. Allan Janes, secretary of the 
Society, in his annual report at the 
annual meeting of High Wycombe 
and District Furniture Manufac 
turers’ Society. 

Mr. Frederick D. Welters was 
elected to serve as Wycombe pr 
sident for a second year, and Mr 
Max Goodearl, of Goodearl Bros 
Ltd., was elected to serve again as 
his vice-president. 

In his reference to the transport 
difficulties, Mr. Janes said Pick- 
ford’s were now down to a fleet of 
between six and eight vehicles. 
When these were sold, they were 
likely to end their service in High 
Wycombe. The society had been 
helping hauliers to get back their 
licences. 

Mr. Janes also referred to the 
problem of the drift of labour away 
from the furniture trade and said 
ann investigation had shown that 
the main reason for this was 
apparently the fear of seasonal un 
employment But with the com 
pact, diverse and efficient nature of 
the Wycombe industry now, sea 
sonal unemployment had _largel; 
disappeared and there was now a 
slow drift back to the furniture 
trade, which offered rates of pay 
and conditions of work among the 
highest in the area.

NE facet of the new hire 
purchase situation caused 
by the removal of the last 

“ emergency ” controls, which we 
emphasised in Viewpoint last 
week, has received immediate 
confirmation by the Institute of 
Credit Management. 

We said “The Government has 
clearly stated that no more money 
will be available for the banks 
and trusts to finance hire pur- 
chase agreements. This may have 
the effect quite shortly of curtail- 
ing the sale of household 
appliances.” 
** The 
Management in 
report says: 

“ .. the steady influx of new 
H.P. finance houses and the con- 
tinuing increase in the use of 
instalment credit shows no sign 
of abating. As a result it seems 
clear that the demand for hire 
purchase finance will rise rapidly. 

“On the one hand the relaxa- 
tion of control and the conse- 
quent inevitable lowering of 
deposits will call for a greater 
amount of finance per transac- 
tion . £ 

By this, of course, it is meant 
that the firm which by law has 
been forced to demand a one- 
third deposit and now can sell on, 
say, ten per cent deposit terms 
will have to finance 90 per cent 
of each transaction instead of 
only 66% per cent. 

The  Institute’s 
tinues : 

“ On the other hand the lower- 
ing of deposits will tend to 
increase demand which will in 
itself, of course, place a further 
load on the financial resources 
available,” 

It is, of course, obvious that 
unless the restrictions on bank 
loans are removed (or modified) 
there will be an almost immediate 
shortage of hire purchase finance.

%% It is here that the smaller 
trader will be most hardly hit, for 
any shortage of money for the 
purpose of accommodating hire 
purchase agreements tends to 
divert business to the larger 
organisations which have wider 
resources—and are therefore able 
to offer more attractive terms 

If the economic situation of 
the country continues to improve 
at its present rate, it may be that 
restrictions on the banks will be 
removed quite shortly and that 
they will be granted greater 
latitude in lending money for the 
finance of hire purchase on con- 
sumer goods. 

This will ease the position of 
the smaller trader—and it will 


undoubtedly increase the demand 
for hire purchase facilities beyond 
its present high level. 


Justify This Attack, 
Mr. Rotter! 


HE furnishing industry is 
accustomed to scurrilous 
attacks on its integrity. Usually, 
they are launched by the more 
sensational and less responsible 
newspapers who consider furni- 
ture makers and distributors to 
be fair game during the “ silly 
season” when real news is scarce. 
But here we have a lecturer of 
supposedly thoughtful nature 
who produces this little gem of 
wisdom : 

Big companies, such as those 
who dominate the furniture 
markets, are making very good 
profits from sales of tasteless and 
often shoddy merchandise.” 

The lecturer? He is Mr. V. 

RortTer, M.S.1.A. and he was 
talking to the British Display 
Association. 
*&%* This is probably one of 
the most irresponsible outbursts 
to which we have recently been 
treated. 

Mr. Rotter apparently fails to 
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realise that the big companies 
which “dominate the furniture 
market” must inevitably buy 
from the biggest manufacturers. 
And almost without exception 
these big furniture manufacturers 
are licensed by the British Stand- 
ards Institution to use the kite- 
mark. If these firms are indeed 
producing “shoddy” furniture 
they are liable to immediate 
action for applying the mark to 
furniture that does not comply 
with the B.S.I. specification. 

Whether the furniture is 
“ tasteless ” or not does not affect 
the present issue. What Mr. 
Rotter should do is to produce 
concrete evidence of the produc- 
tion and sale of “ shoddy ” furni- 
ture by any of the big companies 
in our industry. If he cannot do 
so, he should immediately 
retract this slap-happy attack on 
the industry. 


Readers’ Viewpoint 
Break Down Those Figures 


The Editor, 
* Furnishing World 
Sir,—Your Viewpoint of July 
23 concerning retail trade statistics 
has been brought to my notice and I 
should like to comment on the section 
headed “Break Down Those Figures.” 
You may perhaps have overlooked 
the fact that a little more detailed 
information regarding monthly sales 
of furniture and furnishings is avail 
able than your article suggests, since 
we do provide a breakdown of these 
figures for large retailers as a 
whole This information is sub 
categorised as follows 
(a) Furniture and bedding. 
(b) Furnishing fabrics and 
hold textiles. 
(c) Floor coverings 
We are always glad to receive 
suggestions as to how the figures can 
be made more useful to the trade, but 
it is unlikely in this case that 
it would be possible to provide any 
more detailed information than this 
since our siatistics are compiled from 
voluntary returns from a panel of 
retailers, many of whom do not find 
it possible to give information relating 
to even these broad sub-categories. 
There is indeed considerable diffi- 
culty in getting traders to co-operate 
in providing the simplest information,

HIS week comes the news of the 
introduction by Courtaulds, 
Ltd. of  spun-dyed “ Seraceta” 
solution-coloured acetate yarn, now 
being produced in 25 Standard and 
14 Extra-Bright colours in standard 
acetate deniers Further colours 
are at present in course of develop- 
ment, making this probably the 
most comprehensive  spun-dyed 
acetate range in the world 

The colour is introduced into the 
cellulose before conversion into a 
filament, and this provides fastness 
properties which cannot be given by 
normal yarn dyeing methods 
are otherwise only obtainable 
special piece-dyeing techniques 
Shades which are difficult, or some- 
times impossible to produce by con 
ventional dyeing methods, it is 
claimed, can be obtained by the 
spun-dyeing process, 

The Standard colours have good 
all-round fastness and high fastness 
to light, and the Extra-Bright 
range has been developed to give 
shades of maximum brightness with

Preliminary investigations on 
spun-dyed “Seraceta” have in 
cluded twenty different conditions

The function of all upholstery is 
to support the weight of the body 
with the right degree of resistance 
and resilience. The particular pur 
pose of the chair or seat will largely 
influence the depth of the seat,

shapes by hand is uneconomical. All 
manufacturers of latex foam have a 
large range of standard mouldings 
suitable for backs, seats and arms 
which can usually be bought from 
stock. 

In the second method the latex 
foam is tailored to exactly the shape, 
size and contour required and the 
degree of hardness and softness 
desired. Plain and cavity sheet of 
various thicknesses and densities 
can be bought by the square foot 
This is the ideal method for special 
or individual chairs, settees, window 
seats, etc., and enables the designer 
to get exactly the effect he requires 
He can also be certain that the 
finished job will hold its shape 

Where long lengths of bench type 
seating are required, either straight 
curved, or combinations of the two 
latex foam can be easily cut and 
applied to give continuous upholstery 
of perfect shape and line with no 
breaks or seams 

The third method is for quantity 
production, where latex foam mould- 
ings not of standard are 
required.

The combination of the solid wood
